The Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners recently inspected the present 
year’s work on the State road. The 
members of the Board expressed 
themselves well pleased with the 
work and complimented the munici¬ 
pal officers on its construction. 
This year the work was done on 
Emerson Hill, so-called near the 
Newry town line at the Bear river 
bridge. About $415 was expended 
and x,ooo feet of roadway covered 
from the top of the steep hill to 
within about 1,000 feet of'the bridge. 
Some 550 cubic yards of solid rock 
was put into the road bed at the foot 
of the hill and between the foot and 
the little rise farther on toward the 
bridge, and then some five feet was 
taken' from the steep part of the hill 
to cover this rock. The rock was 
put in from eighteen inches to four 
feet along the roadway.. ’A large 
Stone culvert twenty-nine feet long 
wa^ constructed to carry off the 
water and special means were pro¬ 
vided for draining, the road. The. 
sharp rise neater the bridge was cut 
through Some five feet { being taken 
off. This work makes a permanent 
road- of the best kind and greatly 
improves the hill which has always 
been a bad place for travel. For 
the two previous years the work has 
been done in the village near the 
overhead bridge.

only an educative force, but it opens 
a whole new world of enjoyment. 
The Holt method with charts has 
' een found productive of remark¬ 
able results. 

Now let the parents of children 
and the lovers of good things stand 
sympathetically behind this move¬ 
ment. Let us not stop with the giv¬ 
ing of our dollars but rdd thereto 
our enthusiasm and interest. 

Miss Bessie Andrews will meet the 
scholars daily the half hour follow¬ 
ing the afternoon session. This is 
the nearest approach we have yet 
made as a community toward having 


music taught, as it should be by 
rights, in our schools. This we hope 
is but a stepping stone to wider op¬ 
portunity. The magnificent work of 
our own Mr. Chapman, of which 
every man, woman and child in Beth¬ 
el, should be proud, is surely leading 
to a great musical awakening 
throughout the State. 

Let us be in it. Let us be drilling 
recruits for those mighty choruses 
of the future which happily for years 
to come shall be held and swayed 
by that marvelous, magical baton.
